It was in April, 1863, that Capt, W. ¥ €,
Humes reported for duty with the unl-v
carps of the Aty of Tennessee,
athletic and filled with manly \'i"
was not loug before his worth was
cernesl, and in a short time he was plaeed
in commund of ull the artillery of thatarm
of the service. His efficiency in that
sition soon won for him advancement to
the rank of maujor and his gollant and

good conduct during the battle of Chickas
manga and the raid which followed it
earnml him promotion to the erade of
brigadier-general.  He brought to this po-
sition the nntiring energy and devotion to
duty which has ever chinracterized his ae-
tions. and as 4 division commander of
cavalry he engagedd in the almost continu-
ous fighting in the gpring of 1564 and in
covering the retreat from Dalton to At-
lanta during the sammer of that eventful
year. He was quite distinguished in the
battle which resulted in the destraction of
the cavalry command of Stoneman, Gar-
rard and MeCook in July, and in the raid
in Tennessee in Angustand September, and
cipunlly meritorions was his service in
Opposing "-hﬂnnun s march throngh Geor-
g oand the Carolinas during the winter
of 186455, Gen. Humes was Huw'ﬂ'T,\'
wonnded at Farmington October 7, 18635,
Again he was wounded at Dalton in Feb-
ruury, 1864, and still again he received a
dangerons wound in the fight: with Kil-
k March 10, 1865, Jt will be remwem-
{ that he was in prison moch of the
tiine prior to April, 1563, but his rapid ad-
vaneement and ruu-t,mtl}‘ increasing efli-
duringe the two years after that
¢ that had the war con-
tinued he wonld have become a very dis-
tinguishoed commander. Tt may safely be
said that no officer excelled Gen., Humes
in ardent devotion to duties, and all wiwn
know bhim will eoncur that he carried to
those duties a high order of :Ifli]il_\' and
soldierly  accomplishments which  were
equaled by few commanders of the Con-
federate army.

On the White Citizens—The Entire

Loxeview, Tex., September 17.—A reign
of terror prevails in every portion of the
county, except, perhaps, Kilgore, from
which place there is no report, The ex-
citement is due to a raid on the whites sup-
posed 1o be contemplated by the negroes.
The white iarmers have their wives and
children in their honses, and are holding
guard over them. In some communities
little sleep has bheen had since Friday
night, and hagenrd faces, with looks of
fear or stern determination, are seen
everywhere, betokening the extremities
produced by the

brought in by each new arrival. Hune
dreds of conntrymen were in Longview
to-day, and on returning to their homes
carriedd all the arms and ammunition ob-
tainable.
